2. Claims 1-3,5-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 07187262; 
7/25/95. JP '262 teaches a device having an injection button. See abstract. 

3. Claims 1-3,5-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tubaki et al 
(US 5328062; 7/12/94). Tubaki teaches an aerosol sprayer with an injection button. See abstract, 
column 1 lines 8-13, column 4 lines 3-35.
